DeLaurenti said he saw ‘potential 
problems” with the legislation and 
was not “‘terribly excited’’ about the

In October 1996 the-city of Madison 
annexed approximately 640 acres on 
the lower half of Chouteau Island. 
The actual annexations involved eight 
individual tracts of land, all owned 
by Waste Management Inc. 

Later, Madison County State’s 
Attorney Bill Haine filed a complaint 


As the plaintiff, the state brought 
only one witness — Planning and 
Zoning worker Carla Bollman, who 
Was questioned about a map of the 
area admitted into evidence. 

After Bollman left the stand, Metz 
rested his case and Nighohossian 
asked DeLaurenti for a directed ver- 
dict dismissing the case 

In his arguments for the dismissal, 
Nighohossian said both statute and 
case law gave the State’s Attorney’s 
office a “heavy burden’”’ to prove that 
the law was unconstitutional, and that 
Metz had provided no such evidence. 

Metz countered by saying that the 
law was unconstitutional because it 
was a special legislation to benefit 





only one municipality — Madison. 

Such legislation is barred by the 
state’s constitution. 

The legislation allowing the annex- 
ations was part of an amendment by 
State Sen: Evelyn Bowles, D-Ed- 
wardsville, to another bill 

Despite the Republican-controlled 
legislature, she was able to add an 
amendment to an existing bill to 
allow the annexations

pality in a county of more than 
250,000 people bordered by the Missis- 
sippi River with property on both the

A person's driver's license may be suspended or 
revoked for a. variety of reasons.

Cities’ objections still stand 


Although the Madison County Board approved Mitchell's map 
July 15, incorporation supporters must still face the challenge of 
several surrounding citles. 

The cities, Including Granite City, Pontoon Beach and Edwards- 
Ville, officially objected last summer to Mitchell's incorporation, 
partially over concerns that the new village’s creation would 
square with state law. 

When the County Board denied Mitchell's incorporation last 
summer, based on a much larger map, and then Judge Randall 
Bono dismissed Mitchell’s petition to Incorporate — based upon 
the Board's decision — the questions and objections the cities 
trad were basically left in limbo. 

Now that Mitchell has cleared the County Board hurdle, and

“The situation hasn't changed much,” said Dan Brown, Granite 
City’s economic development director. 

One of the main issues now Is the population question. Mitchel! 
still needs to meet the state required population of 7,500 resi- 
dents, Brown said. Also, it still needs permission of the surround- 
Ing cities to incorporate.

Quick take makes way for store 


The City Council will use Its quick take eminent domain 
powers to buy out five property owners on the site of a 
proposed Walgreen's. 

The council unanimously voted Wednesday to obtain land 
on the south side of State Street between 25th and 26th 
streets for developer Jim Koman to build a 13,905-square-foot 
Walgreen's. 

Quick take allows the city to buy the property for what it 
deems a fair price. If property owners don’t agree to the 
offers, the price is determined in court after the land Is 
transferred to the city. 

Wayne Bean, who iéases the Guys and Gals cocktail 
lounge at 25th Street, sald property owner James Jackson 
hasn't offered him any relocation money. 

“This Is a business I’ve worked hard to build, and | don’t 
think | should be asked to leave with nothing," Bean sald. 

Councilman Debra Powell advised Bean and others leasing 
businesses to discuss the matter with the property owners. 

“The agreement is between the actual property owners, the 
city and the developer,” Powell said. 

Last month, the council raised its offers on the properties 
and then increased the amount of tax increment financing 
money for the project to $375,000. 


Residents want school autonomy 


Residents of the Metropolitan Community College District 
said the school should remain autonomous at a public hear- 
ing Thursday conducted by the state-appointed Special ‘Study 
Committee. 

The Illinois Community College Board appointed the com- 
mittee to study whether the state should dissolve or reorga- 
nize the college district. 

The ICCB placed the college's budget under the annual 
review of a state-appointed task force in May. The action 
came after the ICCB found that the school misreported enroll- 
ment, costing MCC an estimated $700,000 in state ald for the 
upcoming school year. 

The college is also nine months late with a mandatory 

annual audit. 
“While the financial task force is looking at the short-term 
problems, the special study committee is looking at the 
school's long-term viability, committee co-chair Zelema Harrls 
said 

At the hearing, most of the speakers said the school’s 
problems can be fixed given time and resources. Most said 
the East St. Louis area needs an independent college. 





Fairview Heights 


$90 million development proposed 


A team led by the DESCO group of St. Louls proposed a 
72-acre, $90 million development project In Fairview Heights 
last week. The proposed site is located on the west side of 
Illinois Route 159, just north of Interstate 64. 

Mark J. Schnuck, president of DESCO, said that in. terms of 
local jobs, he anticipates the development to employ 425 
construction craft workers and bring about 750 new perma- 
nent Jobs to the community with annual wages of about $16 
million. 

The proposed development includes a 150-room Hilton 
Hotel, a 20,000 square-foot conference center, several res- 
taurants, a multi-screen theater and a 440-unit apartment 
community. 

DESCO Is requesting a development assistance package of 
about $6.7 million for the proposal called Fairview Greens. 

DESCO’s proposal could lead to dueling conference centers 
in Fairview Heights. Southwestern Illinois Hotels is moving 
forward with its Fountains of Fairview project and plans 
groundbreaking on July 30. This would place two conference 
centers literally across the street from each other.

Angels. 

The word conjures images of 
small youthful figures, adorned 
with wings and often bearing 
musical instruments, 

It’s just one of dozens of 


* images chronicled in a special 


exhibition at the Saint Louis 
Art Museum. “Angels from the 
Vatican,” a display featuring 
hundreds of works, some never 
before available for public 
view, runs through Aug. 2. 

The collection offers an 


‘unprecedented view of more 


than 100 pieces from the vast 
Vatican archives. A variety of 
art forms captures the heaven- 
ly creatures in their many 
roles, including messenger, 
consoler and divine inspirer. 

The display is a history of 
the beings that covers their 
origins not only in Christian 
theology but also within Assyr- 
ian, Etruscan, Greek and 
Roman times. That history 
spans from the 9th Century 
B.C, to modern times. 

Angels were recognized as 
part of the Christian church by 
the Council of Nicea in 325 
A.D. These ideas were fur- 
thered by the teachings of St. 
Thomas Aquinas. His lectures 
from the University of Paris in 
1259 along with his other writ- 
ings are the foundation of the 
Catholic church’s approach to 
angels. 

The display gives examples 
of this documented history, 
with angels that are depicted 
on pottery from the Etruscans, 
engraved on mirrors from 
Roman times, or painted in 
oils during the 16th Century 
Renaissance. 

Sculptures, tapestries, fres- 
coes and elaborate metal 
works of silver, bronze or gold 
pay homage to the beings as 
they torture Job, comfort 
Christ or crown the Virgin 
Mary on her ascension into 
Heaven. The angels and their 
forms are as varied as the 
works themselves.
